It will be the last 
mounted on the huge scale 
pioneered by the museum after 
the Second World War. 

When the Rococo show 
closes in September, the galery 
will remain closed untl the 
money for its conversion is 
found. The museum was unwill- 
ing yesterday to speculate on 
how long that might take. 

The decision, which the 
museum described as irrevo- 
cable, has been by the 
trustees and will deprive it of 
its only hall capable of holding 
a large, temporary glossy show. 
Smaller exhibitions will con- 
tinue in other parts of the 
museum. 

Sir Roy Strong, the 
museum's director, issues a4 
warming in February that the 
days of the extravagant exhıi- 
bition were drawing to a close 
because it was becoming 
increasingly difficult to recoup 
the £ large cost of staging them. 

The museum has smaller 
specialized areas dedicated to 
Indian and Chinese art, and 
decided to turn the main hall 
over to Japanese work because 
of the richness of its own 
collection. 


The museum holds about 
40,000 objects of Japenese 
decorative art, including metal- 
work, lacquers, ceramics, tex- 
tiles, sculptures, prints and 
carvings.

French observer 
killed in. 


Beirut {Keuter) - A French 
observer was killed by sniper 
fire in Beirut yesterday as the 
Lebanese Parliament. held its 


second session of debates on 


the new Government's policy. 

The observer was one of 80 
Frenchman monitoring a shaky 
truce between Lebanon"s war- 
ring factioas. He died close to 
Beirut port at the north of the 
“green line". dividing the 
Christian east from the mainly 
Muslim west of the capital, 
security sources said. 

Another French observer 
was shot and slightly woumded 
în the hand at the same tîme. 
He was taken to an east Berut 
hospital for treatment. 

French officials in Beirut 
declined to discuss the incident 
or to name the dead man, the 
first obserser to be killed since 
the teara began arriving irr late 
March. 

The incident was in a stretch 
of no-man’s land between 
Muslim militia positions in the 
west and the Lebanese Army 
and right-wing Christian 
groups in the east.

Getting the US bogged 
down in Central America is one way 
to achieve this goal. 

Europeans have tended to play 
down Soviet and Cuban involve- 
ment in Central America. But it is 
entirely possible that as a result of 
the determined destabilization of the 
area by the Soviet Union and Cuba, 
El Salvador could crack. This fissure 
could lead to Guatemala and on to 
Mexico. Then nearly one hundred 
million people on the US southern 
border would be under the influence 
or control of pro-Soviet regimes. 

Continuing failure by Britain to 
understand US horror at this 
prospect is foolhardy. 

Now consider a US failure. The 
budget deficit is a source of regret 
growing into annoyance in London 


. a§ interest rates have been forced to 


rise thiough no fault of British 
economic policy. 

Whenever the deficit is men- 
tioned to Washington officials they 
smile politely. They say privately 
that they are bored wi 
complaiats about the deficit and 
that they cannot do anythmg about 
it because of Congress. 

This is sirnply not good enough. 
President Reagan is very good at 
persuading Congress to do what he 
wants.

It is being Suggested that this 
clause should he excised or re 
draflecd so as 10 allow whuols 1o 
have “greater Hexibility in mecling 
the needs of a multi-cultural 
socicly". Such a change should be 
resisted hy both the legislturce and 
the churches. R. 4. Butler built into 
the rubric of lhe Acı more than 
vnough fexibilly to cope with 
modern circumslances. 

For example. the term “collective 
worship" connoles a wide range of 
activilıes: listening quietly to a 
reading or a picce of music, saying 
“Amen” at the end of a prayer, 
applauding a school football result 
or simply being together in visible 
communny. Even ın 1944 the 
concept “worship™ was pretly fluid. 

Elsewhere in the Acı scctarıanısm 
was explicilly proscribed with the 
words: “the collective act of worship 
should not be distinctive of any 
particular denomination", Parenıs 
who nevertheless sensed a religious 
stricture operating ın these arrangc- 
ments were enabled by the Act to 
withdraw their children from as- 
semblies on conscientious grounds. 

Further allowances for adminis- 
trative flexibility on the part of local 
education authorities, governors 
and, by implication, school archi- 
tects were writlen in to the clause 
cited above. 

Part of the genius of the Buticr 
Act has been the serviccabiliry of ils 
rubric through forty ycars of 
substantive educational change. Its 
longevity is not yet exhausted. I 
respecUuily suggest that while ours 
remains a country where religion is 
“by law established” in the struc- 
tures of the state, it is both 
unnccessary and imprudent 10 write 
out of law the encouragement of 
compuisory worship in our state 
schools.

Sir. Your leading article. “Badly 
lent, badly spent" (May 26). fails lo 
mention what was by far the most 
imporilanl single factor responsible 
Tor the large Increase in borrowing 
by the less developed countries in 
the 1970s. It was the successive 
explosions in the price of oil. 

This crcaled chaos in inter- 
national balances of payments: huge 
surpluses for OPEC countries, 
comparable deficits for oil im- 
porters. For the poorcr, non-oil 
producing countries these deficits 
had to be financed by cxternal 
borrowing or aid. 

That assistance should, ideally. 
have been provided by the appropri- 
ate international institutions, the 
International Monctary Fund. the 
World Bank and ils “soft loan” 
subsidiary. The task proved far too 
great for the resources al their 
disposal. The “recycling™ of the 
surpluses of some into the deficits of 
others fell Lo the commercial banks. 

Admittedly some lenders over 
siepped ihc bounds of orthodox 
banking discretion. But they pre- 
venied a sequence of “sovereıgn™ 
defaults which could have resulted 
in a situation graver than that which 
cxisls today. 

Unwittingly,. perhaps, the com- 
mercial banks saved the day. They 
deserve beiter than the Implied 
judgment of your leader writer “let 
them stew in lheir own juice".
